Th aan IN BE CERTAIN FEATURES OF THE SO-CALLED "AVERAGE" CLAUSE 

vod APPEARING IN THE AGRICULTURAL APPROPRIATION ACT FOR 1925, AND THEIR 

et RELATIONSHIP TO THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 6 OF THE CLASSIFICATION 

ACT, PRESENTED TO THE ORGANIZATION OF DEPARTMENT ACCOUNTING OFFICERS 
FOR DISCUSSION AND CONSIDERATION,

Anticipating the early passage of the Agricultural Appropriation Act, the 
sub-committee appointed to consider the interests of the accountants as relating 
to classification of positions, at a recent meeting, was constrained to consider 
the effect which the so-called "average" clause appearing therein would exert 
upon the determination of salaries at the beginning of the new fiscal year, and 
thereafter. The situation appears mich involved and it would seem a matter of 
prudence that the accountants undertake immediately to determine how the provisions 
of the Act are to be administered, what records are to be maintained, and by whom, 
what payroll form is to be used, and in general what procedure is to be followed. 
Hence, your sub-committee has deemed it expedient to present the matter to the 
organization for discussion, with the suggestion that either this sub-committee, 
or another designated for the purpose, be instructed to gather such information 
along the lines indicated as may be available and present it to members with any 
recommendations that may seem pertinent. The end of the fiscal year is rapidly 
approaching, and assuming, as is probable, that new minor records will be necessary 
in each accounting office, it behooves us to move with celerity if we wish to get 
away to a good start. 


Appropriation Act reads: 





Provided, That in expending appropriations or portions of appropriations, 
contained in this Act, for the payment of personal services in the District of 
Columbia in accordance with "The Classification Act of 1923", the average of the 
salaries of the total number of persons under any grade or class thereof in any 
bureau, office, or other appropriation unit, shall not at any time exceed the 
average of the compensation rates specified for the grade by such Act: 


Provided, That this restriction shall not apply 
(1) to grades 1, 2, 3, and 4 of the clerical-mechanical service, or 
(2) to require the reduction in salary of any person whose compensation is 


fixed, as of July 1, 1924, in accordance with the rules of section 6 of such Act, 
or 











(3) to prevent the payment of a salary under any grade at a rate higher than 
the maximum rate of the grade when such higher rate is permitted by the "Classi- 
ficiation Act of 1923" and is specially authorized by other law. 


Section 6, Classification Act, provides: 


That in determining the compensation tg be established initially for the 
several employees the following rules shall govern: 


(1) In computing the existing compensation of an employee, any bonus which 
the employee receives shall be included. 
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(2) If the employee is receiving compensation less than the minimum rate of 


the grade or class thereof in which his duties fall,. the compensation shall be 
increased to that minimum rate. 





(3) If the employee is receiving compensation within the range of salary pre-

(4) If the employee is receiving compensation within the range of salary pre-

(5) If the employee is not a veteran of the Civil War, or a widow of such 
veteran, and is receiving compensation in excess of the range of salary prescribed 
for the appropriate grade, the compensation shall be reduced to the rate within 
the grade nearest the present compensation. 


(6) All new appointments shall be made at the minimum rate of the appropriate 
grade or class thereof. 


Section 7, Classification Act, provides: 


Increases in compensation shall be allowed upon the attainment and maintenance 
of the appropriate efficiency ratings, to the next higher rate within the salary 
range of the grade, Provided, however,

Congress has appropriated money from which the increase may lawfully be paid, nor 
shall the rate for any employee be increased beyond the maximum rate for the grade 
to which his position is allocated. Nothing herein contained shall be construed 

to prevent the promotion of an employee from one class to a vacant position in a 
higher class at any time in accordance with Civil Service rules, and when so pro- 
moted the employee shall receive compensation according to the schedule established 
for the class to which he is promoted. 


Reverting here to the so-called "average" clause in the Appropriation Act, 
supra, we note the words "under any grade or class". 

The Classification Act defines "grade" as 'a subdivision of a service, includ- 
ing one or more positions for which approximately the same basic qualifications and 
compensation are prescribed", and "class" as a group of positions * * * sufficient- 
ly similar in. respect to duties and responsibilities thereof that the same require- 
ments as to education,. experience, knowledge, and ability are demanded of incum- 
bents". Which, then, is to control the average. 


Our answer perhaps lies in the second proviso in the "average" clause, which 
refers in three instances to "grades" and to "class" not at all. 


A little further along in the "average" clause we find the words "in any 
bureau, office, or other appropriation unit" and here again the unit control is at 
present a matter of conjecture. It is conceivable that the tentative application 
of each of the three units to a given grade existing within a bureau would produce 


entirely different averages. 
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Will the Department promulgate a rule to govern all or each of its organi- 
zations or will it be left to the discretion of the organization chief to work 
out his own salvation. The latter would probably result in ultimate confusion. 


Considering next the possible effect of the "average" clause in conjunction 
with Section 6 of the Classification Act, numerous questions arise. Take, for 
example, a group of Grade 5 (B.E.9) employees. The salary rates are $1860, $1920, 
$2000, $2100, $2200, $2300, and $2400. The average for the grade is $2111.43. 
The bureau, or other unit, has in this grade nine employees, viz., 2 at $1840, 

3 at $2040, 3 at $2240, and 1 at $2440 (appealed). The average for the grade is 
$2106.66, which is within the prescribed average. But Section 6, paragraph 4, of 
the Classification Act provides that 8 of this group may receive increased salar- 
ies, while paragraph 5 provides that the employee at $2440 shall be reduced to 
$2400. Applying these provisions the result would be 2 at $1860, 3 at $2100, 3 
at $2300, and 1 at $2400, with an average of $2146.66, or $35.23 in excess of the 
prescribed average. What is the answer? Apparently, the governing average for 
the grade becomes $2146.66 rather than $2111.43, and any chance for promotion of 
any employee in the grade would have to depend upon the separation of one or more 
of the employees receiving the higher salary rates of the grade. 





Again, sone mple, take a group of Grade 7 (B.E.11) employees. The salary 
rates are $2400°782600, $2700, $2800, $2900, $3000. The average for the Grade 
is $2700. The Bureau, or other unit, has in this grade 7 employees, viz., 3 at 
$2900, 2 at $2800, 1 at $2700, 1 at $2600. The average for these employees at 
their prescribed salary rates is $2800, which is not within the prescribed aver- 
age, but is in accordance with Section 6 of the Act. 


Assuming that one employee, at $2900, resigns and his place is filled at 
$2400 (the minimum for the Grade), the average for the grade then becomes $2728.57, 
which still remains above the prescribed average and would operate to prevent the 
promotion of any employee within this Grade. The employee entering the Grade at 
$2400 must necessarily remain at the minimum salary, regardless of his efficiency

On the other hand, if the vacancy is not filled, the average becomes, for the 
six remaining employees in the Grade, $2790. Would it be permissible, in case the 
vacancy is not filled, to compute the average on the basis of 6 employees and 1 
vacancy, making the average for the Grade $2391.43, thus allowing promotion of 
employees within the Grade to the extent of raising the average of the Grade from 
$2391.43 to $2700. 


These are merely examples of the questions which present themselves with only 
a@ somewhat casual study of the "average" clause in its relationship to the provi- 
sions of the Classification Act. Undoubtedly, as is the case with many enactments 
of similar nature, new problems will constantly present themselves. 


It is presumed that these matters are already under consideration by the Per- 
sonnel Classification Officer and that detailed information and instructions will 
be forthcoming sufficiently in advance of the opening of the new fiscal year to 
permit accounting offices to plan their work intelligently and actively. It seems 
assured that new records will need to be maintained, for which forms will have to 
be devised and printed. The Chief Personnel Officer will no doubt find it neces- 
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‘sary in connection with his work, to maintain a record of grade averages, which 


will constantly change. Whether or not that is deemed essential it is very clear 
that the accounting offices will have to set up such a record or they will not 
be in a position either to audit payrolls or to pass intelligently upon proposed 
salary liabilities. The form that such a record shall assume should receive the 
consideration of the Accountants! Crganization at an early date. 


Information as to the form of payroll to be used should be sought and a study 
should be made of the possibility, if any, of the larger bureaus having their rolls 
printed in part, as is the present practice. If this is impracticable it will very 
mach increase the pay rolling work of the bureaus. 


Other provdlems will assuredly develop under discussion, and it is our belief 
that such measures as lie within our province should be adopted to bring about a 
uniform record for the department accounting offices.
